BRINGING THE REMNANT TO TIME 

The following quotation is from an article entitled 
"Startling Revelations of the Impending Con- 
flict" by Elder C. S. Longacre, in the 
Feb., 1916 Church Officers' Gazette. 

"Some startling revelations along these lines have 
recently been disclosed during the 'Clinic sessions' 
of the Lord's Day Alliance Convention held in Balti- 
more. These clinic sessions were secret meetings 
where plans were laid to 'Bring Seventh-day Adven- 
tists to time,' to offset their efforts before Congress 
and the State legislatures, and to require them to ob- 
serve the Sunday laws, as the presiding officer stated 

it. With fire in his eye and malice in the tone 

of his voice, he vigoriously hammered the table with 
his fist and repeated: 'Seventh-day Adventists must 
be brought to time.' Plans were laid at these 'clinic 
sessions' to strike terror into Seventh-day Adventists, 
and bring them into subjection." 

REPEAL EXEMPTIONS. INCREASE PENAL- 
TIES. 
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"The first plan laid was to get the State Legislatures 
to repeal all the exemption statutes to the Sunday 
laws which favored those who observed another day 
than Sunday as holy time. 

"Last year 143 Sunday bills were introduced into 
the different State Legislatures at the instigation of 
religious organizations, and not a single Sunday bill 
had an exemption for those who observed another 

day than Sunday as holy time. Thus they are 

endeavoring to make effective their first plan to bring 
us to time."

"Your project of an international convention of all 
who believe in Jesus Christ as God and Saviour to 
accomplish the speedy fulfillment of the final prayer 
of the Lord, that all may be one, I have, in obedience 
to your request, submitted to the most blessed father. 
I need not here describe the affection with which I 
saw the august pontiff kindled for you - - - The aug- 
ust pontiff, therefore, was pleased with your project 
of examining in a sincere spirit without prejudice, 
the essential form of the inner essence of the church. 
He earnestly hopes that under the spell of its native 
beauty you may settle all disputes and work with 
prosperous issue to the end that the mystical body of 
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Christ be no longer suffered to be rent and torn, but 
that, by harmony and cooperation of men's minds and 
likewise by the concord of their wills, unity of faith 
and communion may at last prevail throughout the 
world of men. 

"Thanking you, then, that you have thought well 
to request the aid and support of the Roman pontiff 
in expediting your worthy project, his holiness ex- 
presses his earnest desire that the end may answer 
your expectations." 

ALL UNITED, BUT IN ROME. 

The following additional quotation from the same 
letter is from the Chicago American, of Jan. 5, 1916, 
under title, "Pope joins the United States Clergy for 
Unity." 

"It is a pleasure to repeat the encouragement that 
the aid and earnest prayers of the Roman pontiff will 
never be lacking to anyone who, having freed himself 
from prejudiced opinions, with a true and sincere will, 
strives with all his strength that the unity of faith 
and fellowship instituted by Christ and built upon 
Peter may be restored, and that all who are enrolled 
in the name of Christian may betake themselves to 
the bosom of the one most loving church, and may be 
joined and associated as members with Christ the 
head." 

PROTESTANT MINISTERS RECEIVE THIS EN- 
THUSIASTICALLY. 

The following is from an editorial on this same 
subject in the Weekly Signs of Jan. 18, 1916, entitled, 
"Pope Pleads for A United Christendom." 

"The letter telling of the pontiff's interest in church 
unity created a tremendous stir." 

It is also stated, "That the ministers applauded 
vociferously." The editorial continues: 
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"Careful Bible students have taught for years, that 
the prophecies most clearly indicated that just before 
the second coming of Christ, Rome, for a very short 
time, will reign supreme in this world. Furthermore, 
the same prophecies just as clearly indicate that Pro- 
testants will cease to protest against Rome and will 
unite with her in forming a world-wide religious des- 
potism and tyranny.

THE PROGRAM OF THE FEDERAL COUNCIL 
TO SAVE SOCIETY RATHER THAN SAVE IN- 
DIVIDUAL SINNERS. 

Several years ago the Federal Council of Churches 
was organized, composed of representatives of thirty 
denominations and representing a church membership 
of fifteen million. The following is from the article, 
"The Church of Today" in the Feb., 1916 Signs Mag- 
azine, concerning the program of the Federal Council 
of Churches. 

"The program includes the rescue of government 
from corrupt rule; the extinction of poverty and so- 
cial injustice ; the solution of the labor problem through 
the introduction of a new spirit of cooperation an(". 
brotherhood between capital and labor; the abolition 
of the saloon, of the social evil and of divorce; the 
improvement of the race through eugenics and wider 
education; the abatement of all forms of preventable 
diseases; reforms in penology — in short the bringing 
in of righteousness and peace on earth." 

"This program is called 'The larger vision for the 
churches.' This vision sees America saved from its 
many ills and won to Christ. It sees our cities cleansed 
from their plague spots, the vices suppressed, intem- 
perance banished, the streets cleansed from physical 
and moral pollution. It sees industrial peace and 
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prosperity and ultimately the world acknowledge 
the work and rule of the Lord Jesus Christ. It look 
to no second advent. That is not necessary. Thi 
work is to be done by the church. This is a gloriou 
vision. It is a bright and beautiful prospect, and on 
greatly to be desired. This all admit, but the rea 
question is, Is it likely to be accomplished? Doe; 
God's Word warrant such an outlook for the churcl 
and give hope of its fulfillment? This is the poin
